NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24 th February 1909 

S.R.O. 2E.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton¬ 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and in supersession of notification No. S.R.O. 95, 
dated the 15th February, 1958, published at pages 49—64 of the Gazette of India, 
Part II—Section 4, dated the 22nd February, 1958, the Cantonment Board, 
Allahabad, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes 
a tax, namely, non-refundable octroi, on all goods mentioned in Schedule 1 annexed 
hereto and brought within the limits of the Cantonment of Allahabad, for consump¬ 
tion, use or sale therein at the rate specified in that Schedule in respect of each 
class of goods, subject to the condition that goods mentioned in Schedule II 
annexed hereto shall he exempt from said tax. The tax shall, unless otherwise, 
directed in Schedule II be paid by the person bringing the goods within the said 
limits.

1. Bonaflde personal luggage and house hold effects imported by a person on the 
occasion of his coming to take up his residence in the corporation or a traveller. 
The camp equipage of a Government officer on tour. 

Explanation .—Articles of foods and drink and merchandise imported for con¬ 
sumption within octroi limits by the above person unless exempted elsewhere, shall 
not be exempted 

2- The luggage of circus and theaterical companies or travelling exhibition, and 
articles for industrial or educational exhibition, not exempted for consumption or 
sale. 

3- All articles, which are the bonaftde property of Government, Cantonment 
Board, a District Board, Corporation, Improvement Trust at the time of import if 
accompanied by a certificate from Officer authorised in this behalf by the Head of 
importing department or body to the effect that they are bonaflde property of the 
Government of the body concerned and are not imported for the purpose of bAlng 
sold. 

Provided that in the event of such articles being sold subsequently the octroi 
due shall be recoverable thereon from the purchaser in accordance with rule No. 13 
of the rules for the assessment and collection of octroi- 

It shall be the duty of the department concerned to see that the goods are not 
allowed to be removed unless the octroi thereon is paid. 

4- All description of cloth woven on handloom in India from hand spun cotton,
